will assemble 
with due ceremony on Friday , but for no 
law-making purposes, since it now lacks 
that power. 
It will perform its only re­ 
maining function, that of sitting as audi­ 
ence for Chancellor Hitler. 
No immedi­ 
ate audience 
is really 
necessary , how­ 
ever, for all Germany will bend attentive 
ears, 
newspapers at liome and abroad 
will publish it, and the Propaganda Min­ 
istry will issue a huge number of pamph­ 
lets, in various languages, containing the 
speech. 
The Reichstag, 
once 
the 
legislative 
branch of what had 
been 
termed the 
world’s most democratic republic, thus is 
• reduced to the role of an audience. 
Hitler’s topic will be apology or justi­ 
fication or glorification of his massacre 
of Storm Troop leaders and others on 
J une 30.

The 
com m onest skin disease in 
summer is prob ab ly the commonest 
disease, ex cept the common cold, 
which afflicts people in the United 
States—ringworm, or athlete’s foot, 
or Dhob ie itch. 
It is caused b y the invasion into 
the skin of a small fungus which 
is related to yeast. It forms a net­ 
work of b ranching roots, which grow 
insidiously in the upper layers of 
the skin. It is particularly likely to 
well on moist skin surfaces, 
that reason the feet, and 
the 
b etw’een 


the system are far less irequeni. 
than is generally supposed. Many 
symptoms are ascrib ed to acid in 
the b ody when the b lood, as a mat­ 
ter of fact, is entirely neutral. The 
b lood protects its neutrality b y an 
ex tremely complicated mechanism, 
and it is very difficult to upset. 
When acid ^oes occur in the system 
it is ex trem ely serious, as in dia­ 
b etic coma. By “gassy conditions” 
I presume you mean eructations of 
gas from the stomach, or the pres­ 
ence of gas in the intestines. These 
are seldom of any special signific­ 
ance, although gall b ladder disease 
is frequently associated with eructa­ 
tions of gas from the stomach.

It also grows on 
the hands b etween the fingers, un­ 
der the arm pits, and on the thighs. 
The appearance of the eruption 
differs somew'hat in different parts 
of the b ody. When on the feet it is 
usually recognized on account of the 
popularization of the term "athlete s 
foot." When not on the feet, it is 
almost always ascrib ed to something 
else than what it actually is acid, 
or heat, or irritation from rub b ing. 
Characteristically, 
the 
fungus 
causes b listers, around which there 
develop red areas of inflammation. 
This is almost invariab ly tm e 
on 
the feet and hands. Under the arm­ 
pits there is an area of redness 
with very sharp edges, so that the 
normal skin stops ab ruptly and the 
red, itching area b egins. 
The disease is seldom dangerous 
ex cept as the scratching may cause 
infection. I have known of serious 
^ b lood poisoning from this source, 
and even the loss of part of a limb . 
But even in the mildest cases the 
annoyance is sufficient to make it a 
disease of real importance, and even 
economic importance. 
The prevention and treatment will 
b e taken up in the articles follow­ 
ing this one.

income 
tax 
claim 
against 
him. 
Friends of Foristel estimated that 
he had made $5,000,000 in his legal 
practice. Recently , howev er, he told 
reporters he was 
“ broke.” 
He was head of the law firm of 
Foristel, Mudd, Clair & Habenicht. 
Recently the St. Louis Bar As­ 
sociation presented a complaint to 
Federal J udge Charles B. Faris con­ 
cerning Foristel’s conduct of a law­ 
suit in 19 2G. 
The complaint had 
been referred to the United States 
district attorney for action. 
Foristel, known to his friends as 
“ Eddie” , got his start in politics 
at the turn of the century when 
he 
was

around” 
by 
Edmund Koeln, long-time city col­ 
lector. 
He was credited with originating 
catchy campaign slogans, including 
“ Goodby e, J oe,” used in 19 20 when
